The union called the strike when 
its ll a. rn. EDT deadline passed 
without a new national contract 
agreement having been reached 
with the nation’s second largest 
carmaker. 


But even before the strike dead­ 
line was reached, thousands of 
Ford workers had walked off their 
jobs despite union warnings not 
to "jump the gun” on the dead­ 
line.

Reuther emerged from the bar­ 
gaining room in a downtown hotel 
as the deadline passed and an­ 
nounced that a nationwide strike 
was underway. 


' We regreat the action very 
much,” he said. "As you know, 
the union attempted to the last 
minute to reach a settlement.”

For Trial 


MONTEREY PARK, C a l i f . 
(UPI) — Two Ohio detecUves pre­ 
pared today to take R i c h a r d 
(Rick) Stewart, 17, back to his 
home state to face prosecution for 
the month-old murder of a co-ed 
he had secreUy admired but never 
dated. 
The strapping 6*foot high school 
senior confessed to killing Judith 
Sooy, an 18-year-old Kent State 
University student at his Cuyaho­ 
ga Falls, Ohio, home on Sept. 2. 
Stewart had hitch-hiked over 12,- 
000 miles across the country since 
the slaying. 
‘Tm glad it’s over,” Stewart 
told juvenile Sgt Joseph R. Stew­ 
art. ‘Tm glad I can stop running. 
“I regret what I did, but I bad 
to. If I hadn’t hurt Judy it would 
have beer some other girl.” 
The youth's story came out 
slowly over a cup rd coffee and a 
cigarette. Arrested yesterday oh a 
vagrancy chiule by a highway 
patrolman who saw him trying to 
thumb a rule in this suburb of 
Los Angeles, Stewart was brought 
to the local police station and 
turned ovjt to Sgt. Stewart.
